I. Claims 12^4, drawn to a process of making semiconductor device, classified in 
class 438, subclass 687. 

II. Claims 1-11, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 257, subclass 
762. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 

are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by a materially different process such as selectively deposit a 
refractory metal nitride in the opening formed within the dielectric layer, selectively depositing a 
cu-based conductor on the refractory metal nitride, and selectively deposit another refractory 
nitride on the conductor instead of filling the opening with the three layers sequentially then 
polishing them. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. J. Frank Osha (Reg. No. 24625) on 8-17-01 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
